entering conspiracies and contracts. to 
destroy competition in violation of the 
Sherman law. 

The refining company iis alleged to 
have kept the prices of corn products at 
unreasonably lower figures to harass 
ani discourage independent manufactur- 
ers. Controlling 66 per cent of the en- 
tire American production of the starch 
and glucose, and 80 per cent of the inter- 
state trade in mixed syrups, the alleged 
trust is charged with fixing resale 
prices; with manufacturing cheap grade 
candy at unreasonably low prices in re- 
taliation against confectioners who buy 
starch and glucose from independents; 
with practically suppressing the private 
brands of mixed syrups of grocers. by 
quoting low prices on its own syrups, 
and with unlawful threats and contracts 
to destroy competition.

t. JAMES K. HOSMER, now in 
Ng his eightieth year, thus sums up 
admirably the purpose and soope 
of his book of reminiscences, published 
inder the-title, “The Last Leaf.” The 
author, whose recollections begin with
